3  POWERS  AT  SUMMIT  MEETING

Last  Wednesday,  March 
10,  saw  another  meeting  of 
the  tri-partite  committee 
trying,  to  determine  a 
system  to  develop  good 
unified  relations  among  the 
U.  of  T.'s  three  campuses. 
The  fifteen  people  meeting 
in  the  Faculty  lounge,  Rm. 
133,  and  Rm.  105, 
discussed  the  University 
student  government  as  a 
whole,  and  looked  at  the 
problems  that  will  be  arising 
as  the  university  becomes 
more  and  more 
de-centralized  with  the 
growth  of  the  Erindale  and 
Scarborough  campuses. 

The  one  implicit 
understanding  at  the 
meeting  was  that  Erindale 
and  Scarborough  would 
remain  in  the  University. 
Working  on  this  assumption, 
the  students  (4  from 
Scarborough,  1  from 
downtown,  and  the 
remainder  from  Erindale) 
came  up  with  good 
proposals  for  SAC  and  the 
continuity  of  the  university. 

Rod  Hurd  (Scarborough 
student,  SAC  president)  got 
a  discussion  going  with  a 
general  introduction 
outlining  the  problems  of 
SAC  concerning  two 
out-lying  colleges.  He  said 
that  distance  alone  creates 
problems.  For  example,  the 
Varsity  had  problems  with 
communications  from  the 
three  campuses.  The  Varsity 
is  first  and  foremost  a  St. 
George  paper,  and  it  is  a 
problem  for  them  to  print 
news  that  is  of  interest  to, 
and  important  to,  the 
out-lying  colleges.  The 
solution  to  this  problem  is 
the  strengthening  of  the 
Erindalian  and  Balcony 
Square.  Perhaps  equal 
distribution     of     all     three

papers  on  each  campus 
would  solve  the  problem  of 
keeping  the  interested 
student  populace  of  the 
campuses  informed  on  what 
is  happening  on  the  other 
ones. 

Rod  mentioned  a  major 
issue  for  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  -  that  of  SAC 
rebates.  He  said  that  in  the 
71-72  year,  SAC  would 
continue  last  year's  policy  — 
that  of  giving  a  50%  rebate 
directly  to  the  colleges,  and 
leaving  all  SAC  facilities 
open  to  all  campuses. 

Doug  Leeies  (Erindale 
College,  SAGE  Education 
Commissioner)  brought  up  a 
motion  asking  SAC  for 
recongnition  of  SAGE  and 
SCSS  (Scarborough  College 
Student  Society),  the 
colleges  being  entitled  to  all 
the  services  of  SAC,  and 
asking  SAC  to  give  the 
tri-partite  committee  (which 
is  now  kind  of  a 
sub-committee  of  the 
Finance  Commission  —  in  a 
funny  kind  of  way)  full 
Commission  status  on  SAC. 

Rod  was  dubious  about 
the  last  suggestion,  saying 
that  the  Commission  would 
have  no  set  purpose  or 
duties  and  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  maintain 
member's  interest  in 
commission  meetings. 

This  was  discussed,  and 
the  general  concern  was  that 
the  mere  fact  that  all  three 
student  governments 
recognized  the  problems 
was  justification  for  the 
formation  of  a  commission. 

A  full  commission 
could  discuss  problems 
related  to  Erindale  and 
Scarborough  and  then  come 
to  SAC  meetings  with  a  firm 
stand  in  the  interest  of  the 
outlying  colleges.  Discussion 


points  could  include 
rebates,  transportation 
problems  and  the  Campus 
Centre.  The  Campus  Centre 
was  cited  as  a  good 
example  of  how  this 
Commission  could  unite  the 
campus.  In  the  last  year's 
referendum,  Scarborough 
voted  against  a  Campus 
Centre,  but  was  in  favor  of 
paying  for  one.  This  was 
opposite  to  Erindale's.  St. 
George  voted  for  one  and 
for  paying  for  it.  This  was 
based  on  three  different 
interpretations  of  what  the 
Campus  Centre  was  to  be. 
Scarborough  wanted  a 
Campus  Centre,  but  was 
opposed  to  one  monolithic 
structure  downtown. 
Erindale  was  against  paying 
for  downtown's  fun. 
Campus  Centre  projects 
have  to  be  developed  on 
each  campus  —  and  a 
Commission  hassling  this 
out  could  present  ideas  to 
all  three  campuses. 

Also,  with  the  growth 
of  Erindale  and 
Scarborough,  eventually  the 
University  will  be  composed 
of  three  separate  but  equal 
units.  Therefore,  a  good 
information  flow  is 
imperative  and  this 
Commission  would  be  a 
unifying  organization.  In 
fact,  this  Commission  now 
could  be  seen  as  the 
foundation  for  a  eventual 
University  Federation  — 
where  the  three-campus 
federation  would  dominate, 
and  under  it  would  be  the 
separate  St.  George, 
Scarborough,  and  Erindale 
campuses. 

The  formation  of  this 
Commission  granted,  the 
problem  of  composition  was 
brought  up.  There  were  two 
suggestions    —    from    Mike 
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Hoffsteader  (Scarborough 
student,  SAC  Finance 
Commissioner)  and  Bill 
Cooper  (Erindale  SAC  rep). 
Mike  suggested  the 
president  and  vice-president 
of  SAC,  the  Erindale  and 
Scarborough  SAC  executive 
members  as  co-chairmen, 
and  equal  voting  privileges 
among  SAC  reps  and  reps 
from  SAGE.  Bill's  was 
basically  the  same  —  a 
12-man  committee  with 
three  equal  parts  — 
President  and  Vice-president 
of  SAC,  two  St.  George 
SAC  reps  (four  from  St. 
George);  a  co-chairmanship 
of  the  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  executive 
members,  and  two  year  reps 
each  from  Scarborough  and 
Erindale  (four  each  from 
Erindale  and  Scarborough). 
The  problem  with  both 
suggestions  was  that  no 
non-SAC  people  can  vote  on 
SAC  Commissions. 
However,  it  is  important 
that  year  reps  be  appointed, 
because  their  first  loyalties 
would  be  their  colleges. 
SAC  reps  would  probably 
be  more  concerned  with 
SAC  policies  and  problems. 
It  was  agreed  to  set  up 
this  Commission  on  a  trial 
basis  next  year.  The 
problem  of  finance  was 
discussed,  and  it  was  finally 
decided  that  for  next  year 
anyway,  the  SAC  rebate 
would  go  directly  back  to 
the  college  governments, 
and  that  the  governments 
would  then  send  a  certain 
amount  (either  fixed  or  per 
capita)  back  into  the 
commission.  This  would  be 
the  best  idea  for  the  trial 
period  of  next  year.  Perhaps 
in  years  following,  the 
rebates  could  go  through 
the  commission.

The  Morxiingstar-Gilhooly-Fairgrieve  ticket 
have  proved  themselves  very  innovative  in 
presenting  their  views  on  the  forum  tables  around 
the  college. 

From  one  of  these,  however,  rises  an 
extremely  important  point  in  the  life  of  this  paper. 
We  quote,  "Any  clear  thinking  individual  can  see 
that  the  Erindalian,  Radio  Erindale  and  other 
student  services  have  sprung  from  S.A.G.E.  and 
must  be  controlled  by  it.  Otherwise  chaos." 

The  point  of  contention  is  to  who  is  to  run  the 
paper  and  hence  the  editorial  policy.  Those  who 
wish  to  see  the  paper  as  an  independent  voice 
should  either  get  a  firm  committment  from  this 
ticket  or  we  hope  not  vote  for  the 
Morningstar-Gilhooly-Fairgrieve  combination. 

In  the  handout  entitled,  "The  Erindalian,"  the 
paper  was  called  "mickey-mouse,  high  school,  and 
garbage."  We  do  not  and  cannot  refute  this.  It  has 
been  at  times.  However,  an  incident  occured  which 
showed  that  Patricia  Gilhooly  and  Paul  Fairgrieve 
still  thought  of  the  paper  as  such.  This  editor  was 
asked  to  include  a  picture  of  an  animal  in  place  of 
a  candidate's  photo.  Refusing  to  do  this,  on  the 
grounds  that  it  was  "mickey-mouse,  high  school 
and  garbage,"  a  thinly-veiled  threat  was  uttered 
that  such  policy  would  be  brought  up  at  the  next 
SAGE  meeting  (last  night).  This  picture  would  not 
have  served  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  Erindalian 
as  outlined  by  the  fact  sheet,  ie.  communication, 
information,  entertainment.  It  is  a  small  incident 
but  important. 

This  issue  was  discussed  with  Mike  Walker  and 
Dave  House  of  Radio  Erindale,  and  Bob  Rudolph, 
the  present  SAGE  president  and  founder  of  the 
Erindalian. 


First,  with  Mike  Walker  and  Dave  House: 

Erin:    Did  the  Radio  spring  from  SAGE? 

Radio:   No.  The  Radio  was  formed  by  a  group  of 

interested     students     who     wished     to     improve 

communications  within  the  college. 

Erin:    Do  you  think  there  is  a  need  for  SAGE  to 

control  the  Radio? 

Radio:  We  don't  think  it  should  but  it  does. 

Erin:    Elaborate,  please. 

Radio:   SAGE   has   control   over   our   advertising, 

expansion,  and  finances. 

Erin:    Why  did  SAGE  want  such  control  of  the 

Radio  and  did  not  demand  such  of  the  JErindalian? 

Radio:  Being  a  newly  formed  appendage,  it  was 

necessary    to    ensure    that    the    Radio    was    run 

effectively  for  at  least  one  trial  year. 

Erin:    Did  SAGE  use  the  feeling  that  the  Radio 

had  a  captive  audience  (which  the  Erindalian  does 

not)  to  demand  this  control? 

Radio:   In    my   opinion,   that  was   the  reasoning 

behind  SAGE's  actions  but  you  would  have  to  ask 

the  SAGE  members  whether  they  felt  the  Radio 

having  a  captive  audience  was  enough  to  maintain 

control. 


Second,    with    Bob    Rudolph,    founder    of    the 
Erindalian. 

Erin:    Did  the  Erindalian  spring  from  SAGE? 

Bob:     No.     The     Erindalian     was     founded    by 

completely  independent  individuals  and  when  the 

editor  was  offered  a  seat  on  SAGE  because  of  his 

capacity,  it  was  refused.  I  can  see  the  point  of 

control  but  I  think  it    should  only  come  as  a  last 

resort. 

Erin:    Are  we  anywhere  near  the  point  where  this 

control  as  a  last  resort  should  be  used? 

Bob:     No.    The    future    of    the    Erindalian    in 

1971-1972  cannot  be  predicted. 

Erin:    If  the  Erindalian  were  taken  over  by  SAGE 

next  year,  would  you  advocate  the  formation  of 

another  independent  paper?  Do  you  think  SAGE 

should  fund  this  effort? 

Bob:     Yes.  SAGE  would  be  bound  to  help  this 

paper. 

Erin:    Why? 

Bob:      SAGE    is    responsible    for    the    students' 

money  and  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  students  for 

an  independent  expression  could  hardly  be  turned 

down.   However,   even   if  SAGE  did  control  the 

newspaper,  I  in  no  way  believe  that  the  year  reps 

would  allow  it  to  be  biased. 

The  last  paragraph  deserves  to  be  quoted  fully 
for  we  agree  with  it  whole-heartedly;  the  method 
proposed  by  the  Morningstar-Gilhooly-Fairgrieve 
is,  however,  reprehensible. 

"And  we  must  certainly  agree  that  the 
Erindalian  has  suffered  too  much  chaos  in  the  past. 
We  don't  intend  to  let  die  such  a  valuable  means  of 
communication  among  all  of  us."

themselves  as  individuals. 
They  have  "learned  how  to 
question"  existing  codes  of 
the  educational  system, 
which  have  become 
outmoded. 

It  is  generally  felt, 
among  the  members,  that 
the  present  system  of 
examinations  is  biased,  in 
that  the  examiner  asks  only 
questions  that  he  feels  we 
should  know.  Instead  of 
conforming  to  the  norms  of 
the  educational  system,  UNI 
100  presents  a  viable 
alternative;  a  self-structured 
course,  fulfilling  the  needs 
of  the  individual. 

Not  everyone  would  be 
able  to  cope  with  the 
T-Group  type  atmosphere 
of  UNI  100,  and  there  are 
probably  many  members  in 
UNI  100  who  have  come  to 
realize  this.  Many  students 
feel  that  they  need  to  have  a 
guiding  hand  or  are  willing 
to  go  along  with  the  present 
system  until  a  compromise 
or  a  change  can  be  made. 
This  one  year  has  enabled 
many  of  the  UNI  100  course 
to  learn  about  themselves 
and  about  how  their  time 
can  be  best  spent  in  the 
future. 

In  spite  of  the  defensive 
attitude  of  UNI  100 
members  towards 
"outsiders,"  the  members 
present  at  the  Open  House 
(17  out  of  55)  and  the  ones 
of  whom  I  have  met  and 
talked  to,  were  sincere, 
dedicated  and  imaginative 
individuals.  Who  knows, 
maybe  UNI  100  is  "a  step 
towards  bridging  the  gap 
between  the  student  and  the 
administration."

The  position  of 
Vice-President,  under  the 
k  new  SAGE  constitution,  is 
largely  one  of  support.

As  stated  on 
our  information  sheets, 
there  is  one  space  in 
residence  for  every  forty 
students.  And  that  isn't 
exactly  an  inviting  ratio  to 
make  Erindale  College  the 
community  it  should  be.

SAGE  take  action  on  the 
residence  situation,  and  to 
take  that  action  now.

Each  year  at  this  time, 
when  the  snow  starts 
melting,  we  at  Erindale 
College  experience  our 
annual  spring  run-off.  What 
I  refer  to  as  run-off  is  more 
specifically  related  to 
elections  and  the  verbal 
diarrhoea  associated  with 
them  than  it  is  to  water. 
This  run-off  at  the  mouth

SAGE,  in  the  two  years 
which  I  have  been  at 
Erindale,  has  tried  but  failed 
to  serve  students  in  such  a 
way  that  they  have  realized 
any  benefits  for  the  fees 
that  they  for  a  student 
government  and  other 
activities.

Realizing  these  ills,  this  committee  hopes  to 
become  a  Commission  (more  weight)  and  dedicate  its 
efforts  to  realigning  SAC's  services  and  studies  toward 
SAGE  (Erindale)  and  SCSS  (Scarborough). 

Personally,  I  regard  the  major  problem  in  SAC/Erindale 
relations  to  be  the  fact  that  SAC  doesn't  hear  enough  from 
Erindale,  barely  realizes  our  existence  and  hence  is  unaware 
of  our  problems.  Ideally,  this  new  commission  would  give 
Erindale  a  loud  voice  on  SAC. 

For  basic  proposals,  I  first  suggest  that  the  50%  rebate 
be  continued  to  keep  SAGE  effective.  Secondly,  SAC  can 
no  longer  be  allowed  to  neglect  us.  That's  where  the 
Tripartite  Commission  fits  in.  That's  where  I  fit  in.  I  hope 
to  serve  Erindale  on  this  Commission,  so  YOU  need  to 
re-elect  me  into  SAC.  Re-elect  Arnold  Brody  for  a  SAC  that 
won't  ignore  us.

Some  very  good  and  exciting  things  were  promised  for 
us  last  year  and  true,  many  were  followed  up,  but  not 
adequately.  An  example  is  the  used  textbook  store, 
(SALE).  The  hours  of  operation  were  at  the  whim  of  one 
person,  never  really  set  or  regular.  To  improve  SALE  a 
student  should  be  hired  to  run  SALE  as  a  business  with 
proper  hours. 

Transportation  and  parking  is  a  very  contentious  issue. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  student  levy  of  any  amount 
should  be  imposed  on  the  student  body  without  proper 
justification.  Until  a  bus  service,  comparable  to  the  T.T.C., 
operates  in  Mississauga,  the  University  has  an  obligation  to 
maintain  an  efficient  service.

All  these  ideas  will  cut  costs,  and  if  you  elect  me,  I 
cannot  promise  a  continuance  of  a  free  bus  service,  but  we 
will  have  a  service,  and  it  will  run  efficiently.

For  two  years  I  have  been  a  student  at  Erindale.  In 
those  years  I  have  come  to  see  that  the  University  is  more 
than  lectures  and  the  library.
